DISTRIBUTION OF WEATHER INFORMATION, FORECASTS, AND WARNINGS 
BY RADIO FOR THE BENEFIT OF NAVIGATION ON THE GREAT LAKES 


Weather forecasts and information for such States as are contiguous to the Great Lakes, and 
forecasts and warnings for the Great Lakes, are broadcast by radio from a number of broadcasting 
stations cooperating with the United States Weather Bureau. The broadcasts of weather forecasts, 
warnings, and other pertinent information have been arranged so as to be of special benefit to navi- 
gation, shipping, and aviation interests of the Great Lakes region, and are made daily, except as 
noted, from stations at important Lake ports. The daily forecasts of wind and weather are made sep- 
arately for the upper and lower Lakes, and are broadcast accordingly.
